Election/Res trictions 

1 . Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 
Group I, claim(s) 1-13, drawn to a droplet deposition apparatus. 
Group II, claim(s) 14-20, drawn to a droplet deposition apparatus. 
Group III, claim(s) 21-24, drawn to a method of supplying a fluid to an orifice of a droplet 
deposition apparatus. 

Group IV, claim(s) 25-29, drawn to a printing apparatus. 

2. The inventions listed as Groups l-IV do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: The special technical 
feature of Group I is a porous element wherein the pressure drop across the porous 
element is the dominant pressure drop in said flow, which is not shared with Groups II- 
IV. The special technical feature of Group II an inlet manifold extending in the array 
direction and communicating with the plenum chamber through an element providing a 
resistance to a fluid, which is not shared with Groups I, III, and IV. The special technical 
feature of Group III is supplying ink in said manifold flowing substantially parallel to said 
line of orifices and in a volume in excess of that which may be ejected from the orifices,

which is not shared with Groups I, II, and IV. The special technical feature of Group IV 
is an outlet manifold extending in the array direction and communicating with the outlet 
plenum chamber through the same or a different porous element there being, which is 
not shared with Groups I - III. 

3. This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the 
generic invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

If applicant elects Group I for examination, there is a need to further restrict 
between claims 1-13. The species are as follows: 

Species A, drawn to a droplet deposition apparatus wherein said porous element 
is tubular.
